NO FIGHTING NEAR MUKDEN. 


The Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
Rastoropny ha* been blown up by the 
commander In the harbor of Cha Foo 
after having eluded the blockade of 
Port Arthur and Insisted on filing dis¬ 
patcher from Gen. Stoefael to St. Pet¬ 
ersburg. It Is presumed that she was 
destroyed in order to prevent the Jap¬ 
anese from cutting her out as they 
did the Ryeshltelni. A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg says the dispatches filed ' 
by the vessel'* commander at Che Foo 
have reached there, but their character 
ha-s not been divulged. It Is surmised 
from the fact that a serviceable ves¬ 
sel wa« removed from Port Arthur and 
exposed to large risk of destruction or 
capture, that the dispatches she bore 
are of great Importance. Interviews 
with the Rastoropny'* officers give op¬ 
timistic accounts of the conditions at 
Port Arthur. 

Insofar as the contents of the report 
sent by Gen. Stoessel to Emperor 1 
Nicholas by the torpedo boat destroyer 
Rastoropny have come to public 
knowledge, lt serves to indicate that 
the Russian military commander at 
Port Arthur regards the crisis of the 
siege a.* not remote.

The commander of the Rastoropny in 
an Interview' on his adventurous voy¬ 
age. said: 

•*I left Port Arthur at midnight in a 
blinding snowstorm. The boat was 
navigated through all the dangers of 
floating mines without a mishap. On 
reaching the open sea we saw' a Japan¬ 
ese cruiser and some torpedo boats in 
the distance, but we were steaming 
rapidly through the storm with Itghts 
extinguished and passed them un¬ 
noticed. We reached Che Foo without 
mishap of any kind." 

Cora. Peiem added that the destroy¬ 
er’s object was simply to carry dis¬ 
patches. The other Russian ships re¬ 
mained at Port Arthur. 

The Rastoropny, being one of the 
fastest of the Russian vessels. soon 
out-distanced her pursuers and entered 
Che Foo with a music box playing a 
sprightly air and the savory odor of a 
breakfast steak apparently testifying 
to the fact that Port Arthur still en¬ 
joys fresh meat. 

The destroyer sped in like an arrow 
at 6:50 a. m. and anchored a few hun¬ 
dred yards abaft the United States 
cruiser New Orleans, flagship of Rear 
Admiral Folger. commander of the 
cruiser squadron of the Asiatic fleet. 
The Chinese cruiwr Hal-Yung raised 
9 team within twenty minutes and came 
close to the Rastoropny. Capt. Chlng, 
of the Hal-Yung, boarded her and held 
a brief conference with Commander 
Peiem. Ensign Wainwright. Rear Ad¬ 
miral Folger*8 aide, boarded the Ras¬ 
toropny Immediately, but he and Capt. 
Chlng were not Invited to enter the 
Raatoropny’g cabin, although a bliz¬ 
zard was cutting their faces.

Capt. Chlng notified Commander 
Peiem that twenty-four hours was the 
limit of the time he could remain 
armed at Che Foo, after which the 
Ratoropny would be compelled to dis¬ 
arm. While delivering this ultimatum 
the Russian sailors, who seemed to be 
healthy and care-free, continued greas¬ 
ing the torpedo lubes, which were load¬ 
ed. 

Following the conference .with Capt. 
Chlng the Rastoropny was moved fur¬ 
ther in. to the anchorage of the torpedo 
boat destroyer Rycshltelni, where the 
Russian Consul boarded the Rastorop¬ 
ny and brought her dispatches ashore. 

The Russian officers are all reticent, 
but they say the condition of port Ar¬ 
thur is as good as It was two months 
ago. They also deny the report that 
the Russian armored cruiser Bayan 
has been sunk, though they admit that 
a shell damaged her engines, w hich are 
being repaired. Russian cruisers cotne 
out of Port Arthur daily, the battle¬ 
ships remaining In the harbor.

Officers Optimistic. 


The overdrawn optimism of the of¬ 
ficers. lt was asserted ashore, made It 
obvious that their story was rehearsed 
before it was given to the public. 

When the correspondents were al¬ 
lowed on board the Rastoropny a quar¬ 
ter of beef was carefully placed where 
It was impossible to miss seeing It. 
This, it was claimed, was meant to 
convey the impression that Port Arthur 
was snug and comfortable. 

The commander of the torpedo boat 
destroyer was optimistic with reference 
to Port Arthur. He declared that all 
the forts remained in Russian hands 
and that the garrison was confident 
and in good spirits. 

The former Russian Governor of 
Port Dalny, M. Sakharoff. died receht- 
ly at Port Arthur of enteric fever. 


Washington, Nov. 16— 

Coming as It did. rlgfat upon the eve 
of the meeting of the trustees of the 
Catholic University, which institution 
she founded, the renunciation of the 
Catholic faith by the Marquise des 
Mon* tiers created something akin to a 
sensation in religious circles. Protest¬ 
ant as well as Catholic. 

At the university this moaning were 
Cardinal Gtfbbons, Mgr. b’Corniell. the 
rectoa*; the ArcWbi£hop3 of Covington, 
Bov ton, Philadelphia, New York and 
other church high dilgnlta:-e?. The ob¬ 
ject of the meeting was to discuss the 
recent Waggnman failure in this city, 
Waggacnan being the trustee for a 
good part of the university's funds, 
but the Marquise des Mo ostlers' an¬ 
neal roement left little else to be talked 
of. The Rev. Father Dougherty, the 
secretary to the rector of the univers¬ 
ity, said: 

•*We are greatly surprised at the 
Marquise’s announcement. At this 

time nothing else can be said.”

A Mystery To the Bishop. 

Btehop Spaulding, of Peoria, who is 
referred to in the Marquise’* interview*, 
was the center of the group of dig¬ 
nitaries. He was tusked if he could 
assign a.ny reason for the renunciation, 
and he replied that he could not. "It 
is all a mystery to me,” he said. "The 
fact that the Miarquiae has been in 111 
health for several years seemed in 
Catholic circles to furnl^ the main 
reason for her announcement.” 

Excommunication of tihe Marquise 
will, of course, not be ne c e s s a ry, her 
remim'ia»tion of the faith being equiv¬ 
alent. 

Quite an tote-resting feature of the 
case Is the possibility of the removal 
of the name Caldwell from the uni¬ 
versity. Divinity Hall bewrs the name 
of Caldwell, as do t.wo chairs, each en¬ 
dowed by the Marquise to the extent of 
$10,000. One chair is the Elizabeth 
Breckinridge Caldwell chair of philos¬ 
ophy. There Is also in the university a 
fine painting of MIfs Caldwell hanging 
within a few feet of a recently ac¬ 
quired oil painting of the Pope. ,

NO OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION 

At St. Petersburg of the Destruction 
of the Rastoropny. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 17. 2 a. m.~ 
There Is no official confirmation at this 
hour of the reported blowing up of the 
torpedo boat destroyer Rastonopnv at 
Che Foo. The understanding at the 
Admiralty had been that the vessel 
would be hauled up on shore to prevent 
a repetition of the Ryes hi tel at affair, 
and that she Would be disarmed In 
regular course. Officials hire state that 
nothing has yet been received to in¬ 
dicate than there has been, any other 
procedure, but that the commander 
will be governed by local conditions. 
There is no inclination to blame him 
for taking any measures that might 
appear to him to be necessary. 

Gen. Stoepsel's report has not been 
given out. but the Associated Press un¬ 
derstands that It contains no request 
for instructions regarding the surren¬ 
der Of Por Arthur. It is intimated 
thu'l the report goes a;t considerable 
length into details of the recent fierce 
land fighting, but says that the interior 
line of defense remains Intact. Gen. 
Stoeiwel believes he will be able to 
withstand the Japanese assaults for 
some time to come. The blockade has 
been run by a ship with a cargo of war 
munition*, food and hospital supplies. 
Some warships in the harbor have b cn 
da m aged by sfhell fire, but not serious¬ 
ly. Many guns have been removed 
from the rtilps and mounted on shore.

Speaking of Mary' Gwendolin Caldwell 
before her marriage to the Marquis des 
Morwtlers, an acquathtance gave this 
pen picture of her: "She developed into 
a. tall, handsome girl, slight, with brown 
hair and dark eyes. Her temperament 
was Imperious and her bearing haughty, 
and while she was yet youthful her 
associates in the Kentucky mevropolls 
learned to fear her ready tongue and 
flashing eyes. To her younger sister, 
who was a pretty girl of less Imperious 
nature, she was as cou*n«ellor and di¬ 
rector. always implicitly obeyed and 
leaned upon. It was not until her 
twenty-first year when her munificent 
gift toward the proposed university 
was made that Miss Mary Gwendolin 
Caldwell came Into generat public 
prominence. Thereafter tier movement 
were duly chronloled as that of aji im¬ 
portant personage.”

The Murat Incident. 


In connection with her proposed mar¬ 
riage to Prince Murat, whom she met 
In Italy in 1887. and who was said to 
be deeply in debt and thirty-three years 
her senior, the following statement has 
been made: 

’’After their engagement was an¬ 
nounced preparations for a regal wed¬ 
ding were made, a trousseau fit for a 
queen was ordered and the day' of the 
ceremony set. Several days before the 
wedding day the Prince and his legal 
representatives. Miss Caldwell and her 
attorneys met to arrange the ante¬ 
nuptial contract. The PrJnee Insisted 
upon the control of the fortune. Miss 
Caldwell refused this. Then he offered 
to take half of it. The American girl's 
Spirit began to rise. She emphatically 
rctfuspd such a proposition. 

" ‘I had intended to settle $50,000 a 
year on you.’ she said. *1 now offer to 
make it $25,000.’ 

"The Prince tried to dicker for more. 
Then the American girl got up and 
said: ’Since it has come to be purely' a 
business transaction destroy the con¬ 
tract. If there are .any unpaid expenses 
of this negotiation charge them U> me.’ 

"She hurled this to her attorneys and 
ieft the astonished group In dismay. 

"Attempts to change her were useless 
T am not selling myself nor buying a 
husband/ she said, and ordered ar¬ 


rangements for an Immediate return 
to America. 

• « « 

Trousseau Given Away. 

"In the workshops of Worth four 
large parlors had been set aside for the 
trousseau of the American heiress. 
Miss Caldwell ordered this sent to 
America. When it arrived the elabor¬ 
ate trousseau, every garment of which 
bore the crest of the Prince, was given 
to poor churches to be converted into 
vestments. Endeavors were* made to 
dissuade the heiress from this action. 

"I will not wear patched clothes, nor 
will I wear the crest of the King of 
Naples. They will be serving a better 
purpose,” with superb dignity, "than 
the one to which they were designed.” 

“And the trousseau, with its thou¬ 
sands of dollars’ worth of material and 
fortunes in real lace, was disposed of 
by the dash of a pen. 

"Upon her return to the United 
Stales Miss Caldwell is sajd to have 
made her .will, making the Catholic 
University the chief beneficiary. Later 
this aus changed.”

Attitude of Trustees. 


It was stated this afternoon that as 
no formal communication has been 
made to the university concerning the 
renunciation of the Marquise no action 
of any kind will be taken by the board 
of trustees without the most careful 
deliberation. 

The statement was made by a clergy¬ 
man this afternoon that the father of 
the Marquise. William Shakspeare 
Caldwell, was a Methodist, while her 
mother and her people, the Breckln- 
rldges, were Presbyterians. It will be 
interesting to note which denomination 
she will turn to after having left the 
Church of Rome. 


TRUSTEES ARE WAITING. 

Pending Official Information They 
Will Take No Action.

Washington, Nov. 16.—The semi-an¬ 
nual meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Oat ho lie University of America 
convened at the university to-day and 
considered matters of Importance con¬ 
nected with the future of the institu¬ 
tion. Chief of these were the renuncia¬ 
tion of the Catholic creed by the Mar¬ 
quise des Manstlera. formerly Miss 
Gwendolin Caldwell, whose generosity 
founded the university, and the bank¬ 
ruptcy case of Thomas E. Waggiinun. 
treasurer of the university, whose fail¬ 
ure may seriously embarrass the board 
In providing finances for immediate 
use The statement of the American 
Marquise to the public yesterday, in a 
communication to the Associated Press 
from Rome, under date of October 30, 
came as a complete surprise to officials 
of the university. They did not know 
she was contemplating such a step, nor 
that she had gone to Rome from New 
York, where she spent the summer. 

No Formal Notification. 

As no formal communication has been 
made to the university concerning the 
withdrawal of the Marquise. It l» an¬ 
nounced that action of any kind will 
not be taken by the aboard of trustees 
without the most careful deliberation. 

The last meeting of the board of 
trustees wa* held In April, and that 
meeting was adjourned untdl to-day. At 
that time neither the Waggaman affair 
nor the withdrawal of the Marquise 
had been suspected, and the meeting 
was supposed to be for the one pur¬ 
pose of taking up routine matters con¬ 
nected with the administration of the 
university. 

When the meeting was called to order 
there were present Cardinal Gibbon*. 
Archbishops Williams, of Boston; Ryan, 
of Philadelphia: Farley, of New York, 
and Keane, of Dubuque: Bishops Spald¬ 
ing, of Peoria; Foley, of Detroit; Maes, 
of Covington, Ky.. and Harkins, of 
Providence, R. I., and Charles J. Bona¬ 
parte. of Baltimore. George E. Hamil¬ 
ton, of this city, attorney for the uni¬ 
versity, also was present to confer with 
the members of the board concerning 
the Wagguman case. 

At to-day’s session of the board the 
Waggaman case was the principal mat¬ 
ter considered, but tt was not decided 
to give a statement to the public at 
this time. 

• • • 

Case Informally Discussed. 

The statement Issued giving an Inter¬ 
view with the MarquLse des MonatieTs 
was taken up. but not as a part of the 
business of the board. Most of the 
members are acquaintances of the 
Marquise, and the discussion was 
wholly of a personal nature. 

To an Associated Tress representa¬ 
tive one of the members said that the 
board is loath to give consideration to 
the case mrw and is particularly op¬ 
posed to having any member quoted in 
regard to the case. "It is not under¬ 
stood by us." he said, ’’and until a 
formal communicatkin comes we should 
not like to talk about it. The entire 
matter comes as a surprise and es¬ 
pecially to those of us who were fa¬ 
miliar with the Marquise's physical 
condition. But please do not misunder¬ 
stand me in that regard—-we do not 
mean to imply that t<ho was In any 
way Incapacitated to think and act for 
herself. She is her own mistress. 
Knowing nothing of what prompted 
her to take the course she did, we must 
wait until it Is made clear.” 

The building in which the board Is 
meeting is that built with the original 
contribution from Mias Caldwell. 

Over the door carved in stone is the 
name of the building, the date erec.ed 
.and Miss Caldwell’s name, together 
with the announcement that she is the 
founder of the university. In the main 
reception room is a magnificent paint¬ 
ing of Miss Caldwell, d.m* In 1889. which 
bears thiJ* inscription: "UniversitAtis 
FundatHx.” Neither the paJnting nor 
the name of the Marquise over tin* door 
will be removed by the board until for- 
maJ consideration has been given the 
case.

Two Sessions Held.

Investigation of the Alaskan Judi¬ 
ciary Results In Summary Ac¬ 
tion By the President.

Washington. Nov. 16.—[Special.}—Cold 
chills of foreboding have been sent 
coursing to the hearts of the Federal of¬ 
ficials by the strongly defined rumor to 
the effect that President Roosevelt Is in 
favor of a new' deal in the distribution 
of Federal office*.

REMOVED FROM OFFICE. 

Federal Judge and United States 
Marshal In Alaska Are Ousted. 

(Washington. Nov. 16. — President 
Roosevelt has removed from office 
Frank H. Richards, United St&tas Mar¬ 
shal for the Nome district In Alaska, 
and has requested the resignation of 
Judge Melville C. Brown, of the Juneau 
district. This action Is the result of 
the Investigation of the Alaska Judicia¬ 
ry made recently by Assistant Attorney 
General Day. 

Attorney General Moody had a con¬ 
ference with the President to-day in 
regard to the report of Mr. Day. At 
the conclusion of the conference Attor¬ 
ney General Moody made the announce¬ 
ment of the President's action*. 

The investigation made by Judge Day 
involved practically all the members of 
the Alaska judiciary in charges and 
counter-charges. He worked on the 
case for many weeks, making a special 
trip to Alaska to obtain information on 
the subject. He completed his report 
recently and placed It in the hands of 
the President- The President’s action 
was based on the finding of Judge Day. 

The nature of the charges a gal nr t ths 
officials was not made public in detAil, 
it being deemed advisable not to pub¬ 
lish at this time the report made by 
Judge Day. It i? known, however, that 
the charges involved selfish if not cor¬ 
rupt practices before the Alaskan 
courts in mining claim cases. 

The charges against Judge Brown, 
who was appointed from Wyoming, 
were in effect that he had a personal 
Interest in mining cases which were be¬ 
fore his court, and that he had appoint¬ 
ed his secretary as receiver of some 
properties which w'ere In litigation.

Memphis. Tenn., Nov. 16.—It Is an¬ 
nounced that R. L. McKeliar, assistant 
generul freight agent of the Southern 
railway, stationed In Memphis, hAs 
been appointed assistant freight traffic 
manager of the entire system. Mr. 
McKeliar succeeds Lee McClung, who 
resigns to accept the position of treas¬ 
urer of Yale College. The change will 
take efTect December 16, and Mr. Mc- 
Kellar’s headquarters will be In Louis¬ 
ville. 


Hull, England, Nov. 16.—On the re¬ 
sumption of the Board of Trade Inquiry 
into the North Sea Incident to-day. the 
witnesses merely corroborated the evi¬ 
dence already known. 

The mate of the trawler Oceanic tes¬ 
tified that one of the big Russian ves¬ 
sels remained behind after firing, but 
she did not speak to any of the traw¬ 
lers nor did she Inquire what Injury 
had been done. After waiting for a 
half hour she sailed off. 

Asked by Dr. Wood house, counsel for 
the Russian Embassy, "what were the 
Russian? firing at?" the mate of the 
trawler Forth replied: "At us, I think." 

Dr. Woodhouse elicited from another 
witness that the Russian warships 
whose searchlights were turned on the 
trawlers did not fire. 

Skipper Haines, of the trawler Moul- 
meln, said that at 6 o'clock In the 
morning After the attack, he saw a 
battleship about three rhlps lengths 
away. Just like the Russian vee-sela 
which fired on the trawler*. 

The boatswain of the Moulmeln also 
saw a "big ship" between 4:15 and 5:30 
the morning of October 22. She was 
much bigger than a torpedo boat, but 
he could not say If she was a battle¬ 
ship. 

Dr. Woodhouse cross-examined this 
witness, but he stuck to his story, ad¬ 
ding that the vessel was not British, 
but was "particularly like the one 
which was firing mos* upon us the 
night before." 

All the witnesses reiterated emphatic 
denials that any strange vessels were 
among the fleet or anything that could 
be mistaken for torpedo boats. 

The skipper of the Mino said Rus¬ 
sians were so close that the fishermen 
could hear the bugle calls which pre¬ 
ceded the firing. The third Russian 
vessel was only fifty yards off when 
she fired. 

On cross-examination the skipper In¬ 
formed Dr. Woodhouse that he con¬ 
sidered the Russians to be "demons 
possessed" when he realized that they 
were firing live shot*. The skipper of 
the Gull, the last witness*, replying to 
Dr. Woodhouse, e»aid that when the 
trawler Crane's lights were extin¬ 
guished after the«fir!.r.g ceased he mis¬ 
took the Crane for a torpedo boat. 

The inquiry was adjourned. 

AMERICA'S INITIATIVE 

Will Have the Euergetic Support of 
Austria-Hungary. 

Budapest. Hungary, Nov. 16.—In the 
kwer house of the Hungarian Diet to¬ 
day Count Albert Appomyl interpolated 
Premier Tisza regarding fthe a;tvtude of 
the Government and Austrian Foreign 
Office toward President Roosevelt's 
proposal to hold another peace confer¬ 
ence at The Hague. Premier Tisza in 
reply said that any endeavor to lessen 
the horrors of war would be sympa¬ 
thetically received and supported by 
the factors In the foreign policy of 
A UFrt r ia-H u n gary. 

"Nevertheless," the Premier 6 ald. 
"such action can only meet with suc¬ 
cess if ail the great Powers associate 
themselves therewith. Unfortunately, 
the present moment does not happen 
to be favorable to this. That does 
not mean that we abandon the idea, 
but rather that we will solve the 
question at a better opportunity and 
strive to pave the way for such a fa¬ 
vorable moment. I thlrk this Initiative 
on the part of America can depend 
upon the energetic support of all the 
authoritative factors of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy."

ARRESTED AT ELIZABETHTOWN. 


Many Times Was He Honored By the 
People of Woodford County.

Judge Leroy Howard Parrish died 
shortly before 5 o’clock this morning at 
h!e home on Montgomery* avenue, in 
the eightieth year of his age.

KAISER DECLARED TO BE 

IN THE BEST OF HEALTH. 


The election out of which the contest 
grew was held in November. 1903. laat 
On the face of the returns Galloway 
was elected by 270 majority In the dis¬ 
trict. A contest was filed, and. being 
heard before Special Judge Osborne, 
Judge Bradburn was held to have been 
elected by a majority of 342 votes. The 
attorneys for Galloway tiled an appeal 
oral gave the ordinary supersedeas 
bond here. Appellee moved to dismiss 
the appeal on tne ground that the bond 
filed was defective. The court hero de¬ 
termined to hear the motion to dismiss 
and tire c;iae on its merits at the same 
time and heard oral argument of it. 

The action of the court In overruling 
the motion to dismiss because the ap¬ 
peal bond was defective as originally 
filed. Is based on the provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 134, 682 and 742 of the Code of 
Practice, as allowing the curing of a 
defect In an appeal bond. The court 
says: “Implied repeals are not favored, 
and it cannot be presumed that in pro¬ 
viding that any mistake might be cor¬ 
rected the Legislature had in mind Uto* 
repealing of a specific provision for the 
giving of a good appeal bond in the 
place of one that was defective. The 
act of 1828 Is not repealed by Section 134 
of the Code because that section 4s de¬ 
signed to effect the same thing, so far 
as appeal bonds go, as the net of 1828. 
the only difference being that Section 
134 is broader In Its terms than the act 
of 1828 Still as to appeal bonds both 
have the t*<aime purpose.”

Ballots Tampered With. 

Discussing the two contested pre¬ 
cincts. or the merits of the contest, the 
court says the evidence as to the bal¬ 
lots having been tampered with should 
have been admitted by the trial Judge 
in open court, as the ballots In a case 
of this charac ter stand like any other 
part of the record, and If any part of 
the record has been tampered with 
this fact may be summarily deter¬ 
mined. so that the court may know 
what the record before it really Ip. The 
ballots In question were brought before 
the court here by the attorneys for 
Judge Galloway, and. after an examin¬ 
ation of them, and of the boxes, the 
court savs: “The contested ballots were 
marked In two colors of ink. and the 
envelopes In two colors of sealing wax 
and every ballot stomped under the 
Republican device, that was also 
stamped opposite the name of Guffy. 
the Democratic candidate for Common¬ 
wealth's Attorney, and marked in 
plainly different Ink. In conclusion the 
court savs: “The rule is that the cer¬ 
tificate of the officers of election Is 
prima facie correct, and tha» the pre¬ 
sumption of th*» proper discharge of 
official duty In counting ballots Is not 
overthrown where the ballots have 
been tampered with after thev were de¬ 
posited in the ballot box. As the bal¬ 
lots in the case before us have been 
tampered with, the certificate of the 
election officers Is the best evidence as 
to how th* vote was cast, and. as on 
this basis appellant was elected. It is 
unnecessary for is* to determine any of 
the other matters discussed by coun-

None of the boats plying the Missis¬ 
sippi go further up the Ohio now than 
Cincinnati and It Is desired to have a 
nine-foot stage all year from Pittsburg, 
so as to have through packets from 
that city to New Orleans and avoid the 
reshipping required now on all river 
freight at Cincinnati. It Is argued that 
improved drainage causes the river to 
fall more rapidly than formerly so that 
it is not navigable half aa long a* in 
former days. 

It is stated that while the water of a 
dozen States is tributary to the Ohio 
river, its stage Is too low' for steamers 
about half of the time and that it is 
frozen during the winter so that there 
are only about three months of uninter¬ 
rupted navigation. It is cited that the 
best time ever made between Cincinnati 
and New* Orleans was m 1848 and that 
river navigation ha* bee*n retrograding 
during the la4*t half century. 

The purpose is to secure not only a 
revival of river navigation, but to bring 
It up to the standard of other steam 
traffic first by getting the Ohio river in 
condition for a continuous stage of nine 
feet and then extending the improve¬ 
ment to other tributaries of the Missis- 
sippl.

Wedn-esday Evening. N'rv. 16.—The stork

The cotton market was steady to lower 
and rather dull throughout the session. 

Tho Chicago cattle market was steady 
for the best, the others being lower; the 
bog market was steady to 5o lower, and 
the sheep and kunb markets steady. 


The Lagging War. 

The only Item of war news of mo¬ 
ment tvhieh has been received for sev¬ 
eral weeks le the escape from Port Ar¬ 
thur to Che Foo of the Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer R&storopny, and Its 
^destruction by its commander 
to prevent Its capture by the Japanese 
as In the case of the Ryeshltelnl In the 
same port The attendant circumstan¬ 
ces conduce to the belief in 
some quarters that the vessel 
was sent wltJh official dispatches 
by Gen. Stoesael, commanding at 
Port Arthur, asking instructions from 
Ft. Petersburg as to what course he 
should pursue in hla extremity, now 
fully admitted. It w r as probably a for¬ 
lorn hope, with little probability now 
of a response In time before the final 
assault. 

From Mukden still come reports of 
Inactivity on the part of both armies, 
which Is quite Inexplicable, except 
upon the theory that both commanders 
are Influenced by the possibility of 
•ome agreement between the two Pow¬ 
ers through arbitration. It Is now near¬ 
ly a month since the last general en¬ 
gagement, the ten days* battle between 
Yental and the Shakhe river having 
come to an end on the 19th of October. 
For four weeks the two armies have 
been within close gunshot of each 
other, without any more serious action 
than the contest for Lone Tree Hill. 
Yet each commander has permitted the 
forces of the other to construct lines of 
fortification and establish Intrenched 
outposts, without serious molestation. 
Huts for winter quarters have been 
erected by the soldiers of each army, 
who In many cases have been near 
•nough to converse with each other 
and even to engage in friendly traffic 
for rations, tobacco and other articles 
The situation is not unlike that 
which prevailed at Petersburg during 
the winter of 1865, between the armies 
of Gena Lee and Gram, except that 
their inactivity was enforced by wea¬ 
ther conditions, the rains of the mlkl 
winter preventing, from the condition 
of the roads and streams, any flanking 
movement by the Inverting army. In 
the present case there Ls no such con¬ 
dition Inhibiting aggressive action by 
either Army. 

It Is possible that the evident ap¬ 
proach of the crisis at Port Arthur, 
Coupled with the movement of the Bal¬ 
tic fleet, my be accountable for the in¬ 
activity. Pending the fall of the fort¬ 
ress or the abandonment of all hope of 
relief, it Is to the Interest of the Rus¬ 
sians that Gen. Kuropatkln should 
maintain his position so as to prevent 
the detachment of troops by Gen. Oya- 
ma for the re-enforcement of the in¬ 
vesting army. If from any cause ren¬ 
dered necessary. On the other hand 
Japan has declared that her object looks 
no further than regaining possession of 
Port Arthur and the peninsula Liao 
Tung with the restoration of Man¬ 
churia to Chirm. Confident of the early 
fall of the Russian stronghold And hope¬ 
ful that thl9, with the efforts at work 
for peace, may end the war. it ls reason¬ 
able to conclude that she does not wish 
to Incur unnecee*sary bloodshed pending 
hope of such solution. 

With the fall of Port Arthur, what¬ 
ever be the effect upon Russia, inciting 
her to peaceful action or making her 
more resolute In her purpose of ven¬ 
geance, there will be no further neces¬ 
sity of Gen. KuropaitkJn’a remaining at 
Mukden. Harbin would be a better 
place for wintering his army, and if 
Gen. Oyama should permit him to re¬ 
tire unmolested he would no doubt will¬ 
ingly accept the alternative. Soon the 
severity of the winter will make active 
operations Impossible, and the tension 
pi maintaining the present opposing

Our first idea was to 
use a full-puge advertisement In as many 
of them as our funds would permit. How¬ 
ever. the prices arc much higher than we 
had reason to believe, and. after further 
discussion of the matter, w*e have con¬ 
cluded that a quarter-page advertise¬ 
ment, one time. In several of the papers 
mentioned, whliah would cost in the 
neighborhood of $1,750, would answer 
every purpose—would certainly be suf¬ 
ficient to give a very clear idea of just 
what mediums ore best suited to our 
need!*, so far as general publicity Is con¬ 
cerned. Your committee ls also •consid¬ 
ering the advisability of using several of 
the leading newspapers. 

“It ls our idea to set forth fully In 
these advertisements, in a clear and con¬ 
cise manner. tli« unusual advantages of- 
to Montgomery will prove of direct and 
enterprises, and the various other lines 
herein mentioned, and wliere out apace 
permits, to use a few welbchosen Illus¬ 
trations. and to give a well-defined Idea 
of Montgomery'** location, its healthful- 
nese, ease of access to the outlying terri¬ 
tory, Its railroad advantages, cheapness 
of motive power, pure artesian water, 
fine schools and to conclude with a strong 
plea that parties interested take up the 
matter, for full end detailed informa¬ 
tion. with the Commercial and Indus¬ 
trial Association of this city. Of course, 
when your committee has prepared these 
advertisements, placed them in the jour¬ 
nals outlined, und created a line of cor¬ 
respondence, we feel that it Is up to sev¬ 
eral committees pf the association to se¬ 
cure for our city the enterprises that 
are most apt to open correspondence 
with this city. 

"Your committee Is assured that what¬ 
ever industries we may be able to bring 
to Montgomery wlU prove of direct and 
immediate benefit to everybody in the 
city, and, this being the case, we feel 
that every corporation, every wholesale 
house, every* retail house, every taxpayer, 
as well as every patriotic citizen, would 
make a liberal contribution toward this 
fund, and your committee respectfully 
urges that the president of our associa¬ 
tion authorize tho appointment of special 
committees, at once, for the purpose of 
securing these subscription**, and that 
the work be gotten under way at the 
earliest posibl® moment.“ 

This ls not only a spirit which prom¬ 
ises much for Montgomery’s advance¬ 
ment, but It is a wisdom which will do 
much to make good that promise. 
It is the essence of modern progres- 
slvenese, which Is expressed well In 
the one word, advertising, but which Is 
expressed best In the two words, good 
advertising. Good advertising Is an 
evolution, reached through many stages 
of all sorts of experiments and the 
waste of many millions of dollars. Rut 
out of this experience has come knowl¬ 
edge which now’ guides the successful 
advertiser of the present age, and the 
advertiter who at this day ls an un¬ 
successful advertiser b one who adver¬ 
tises things of insufficient merit, or 
who has Insufficient capital to advertise 
properly, or who. ignorant of or Ig¬ 
noring the general experience, gets his 
own experience through the adoption 
of the wrong methods that the success¬ 
ful advertiser has discarded.

Racial Relations In the South. 

Everywhere throughout the South s 
shown evidence that the relations be¬ 
tween the two races, instead of being, 
as too generally believed In the North, 
strained and antagonistic, are of a 
most harmonious and hopeful character. 
In illustration of this it is interesting 
to note the following facts presented 
by the report of a committee 
made to the Baptist General 
Convention lately In session in 
Waco, Texas. It is therein stated that 
by the census of 1900 there were 620,- 
722 negroes in Texas, constituting one- 
fifth of the total population, and that 
a majority of them are Baptists. There¬ 
fore, it E«y> 4 . no other denomination 
is so greatly responsible for the spir¬ 
itual welfare of the negro. The color¬ 
ed Baptists have two State conventions, 
each wivh its college and orphanage, 


the former receiving annually a liberal 
approprUtlon from the State school 
fund. In the matter of nome missions 
conducted by the boards of the white 
and colored Baptists, It recommends 
hearty c^-oper.itlon for work looking 
to the welfare of the negroes and that 
the local white pastors "offer their 
services to the local negro churches for 
an occasional service, and In evfciyr pos¬ 
sible way cultivate a friendly spirit be¬ 
tween the two races." Other action 
looking to the same ends was also re> 
ommended. 

Such Influences for the elevation of 
the colored race, at work all through 
the South. are el'ther unknown 
to, or wholly ignored by, the 
Northern agitators, who Insist that 
there Is a race antagonism ev¬ 
erywhere In that section, through 
which the negro is but little advanced 
beyond the condition he occupied before 
the war. Such presentations have been 
made largely for political effect, and 
with special persistence within the past 
few months. Now that the election is 
over w’e shall probably hear less of 
them. Of late there have, been no 
Instances of violence to report in con¬ 
firmation of their charges, and If the 
Influences at work to strengthen good 
relations now existing are not marred 
by Ill-Judged political action In Con¬ 
gress and inflammatory appeals through 
the press, there is every reason to hope 
that a soiutipn of the race problem by 
those most Interested will be reached, 
which will inure to the permanent good 
of both races. 


Two New Cabinet Departments. 

It is said that one of the first devel¬ 
opments of the President’s second-term 
policy will be the creation of a new 
Cabinet portfolio, to be called the De¬ 
partment of Mines and Mining. 

It is to be hoped, if this has been de¬ 
termined on, that It will not precede 
several other departments equally as 
w’orthy of inclusion In the Cabinet. 

There ls, for instance, or there is not, 
though there might he, the Department 
of Hens and Hen-eggs. 

The hen-egg industry is one of the 
greatest in the country, and It Is Just 
as deserving of representation In the 
Cabinet as the mining industry* If the 
mines are to get into the Cabinet, it 
behooves the friends of the hen-eggl* to 
see that they go along with the mines. 
If it is urged that the mining people 
were responsible for thousands of the 
Roosevelt majority at the polls. It may 
be responded that where the mining 
people were responsible for thousands 
the hen-egg people were responsible for 
tens of thousands. 

If it ls argued that the hen-eggs are 
already represented by the Department 
of Agriculture. It may be replied that 
they are no more represented by that 
department than the mines are repre¬ 
sented by the Department of Com¬ 
merce and Labor. 

Let there be no exploitation of the 
mines at the expense of the hens. If 
It Is not sli of one and half a dozen of 
the other. It is because where It Is six 
of the. mines It is at least a dozen and 
a half of the hens.

WELL IMPORT IRISH GIRLS 

TO SOLVE SERVANT PROELEM. 

[Memphis Telegram to the Chicago 
Chronicle.] 

The Housekeepers* Club, the leading 
woman's organization of Memphis, has a 
plan for solving the servant-girl problem 
In this section. It is nothing less than 
the Importation of Irish girls of respecta¬ 
ble family from County Longford, Ire¬ 
land. 

Almost the entire dependence of the 
housekeepers of this section is placed upon 
negro women. These have proved so In¬ 
efficient and unsatisfactory that several 
attempts have been made to secure white 
help, but always the lack of social status 
and polidarlty among the white girls thus 
employed led to their leaving service or 
going North. 

The movement is lx*lng superintended 
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Thursday, Nov. 17. 

"If the Westerners were compelled to 
endure the disadvantages of the Eastern, 
ers In attending the races.

Disregarding all the sentimental reasons 
vigorously advanced by u number of the 
congregation, work has been begun look¬ 
ing to the part»al demolition and remodel¬ 
ing of old St. John’s Episcopal church 
here.

RJOT CALL BBOUGHT POLICE,

BOLD ROBBERY AT NEWCASTLE 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 16.—[Special.] 
—Washington street, the principal busi¬ 
ness thoroughfare In this city, was the 
scene of a dangerous slot to-night. In 
which a negro man was badly beaten. 
It happened just at the hour of police 
roll call, and there was not a policd- 
man on the street at the time, and the 
beating of the negro was watched by 
several hundred people, some of them 
ladies, with approving words and 
shouts. 

The colored man was standing at the 
corner of Meridian and Washington 
streets, and become Involved in a quar 
rel with a white newsboy not more 
thnn seven years of age. A crowd 
gathered around and listened to the ex¬ 
change of epithets between the two* 
but took no part In the quarrel. Then 
the negro drew a knife from his pocket, 
opened It, and advanced' upon the 
newsboy. 

Instantly there was a rush of the 
crowd upon the negro, with cries of 
"kill the negro," "kill the black 
scoundrel," and the like. Several Wows 
were rained upon his head and body, 
and he was knocked down and badly 
beaten. Prom the corner of the street 
he was literally kicked across the car 
tracks In the middle of the street, with 
a crowd following and approving the 
work of the mob of forty or more per¬ 
rons who were beating the negro, 
whose cries for mercy were met with 
Insulting jibes am] more blows. 

The police arrived In response to a 
riot call, and the crowd dispersed. No 
arrests have been made.

El Paso, Tex.. Nov. 16.—The National 
Irrigation Congress to-day was divided 
Into five sections, each section meeting 
in a different hall. A paper on the sub¬ 
ject of "Rural Settlements" by Com¬ 
mander Booth Tucker has been pre¬ 
sented to the congress. 

Aside from the technical information 
brought out to-day’s session was de¬ 
void of unusual interest, but the dele¬ 
gates paid close attention to the meet¬ 
ings In the various halls, and (he con¬ 
vention is proving very profitable.

The President's Letter. 


The following letter from President 
Roosevelt was read and aroused much 
enthusiasm: 

Washington. Nov. 10. — To the National 
Irrigation Congress: It la a pleasure to 
send my greetings to you, both as Presi¬ 
dent of the United States ami as a man 
who has lived In the West and is eager 
tor its prosperity. Whatever any mun 
or body of men may believe as to any 
question in political controversy, we may 
ail unite in the great duty of Internal 
improvement; the duty of making every 
foot of soli, every stream and every 
other resource of natural or human 
origin contribute to the very utmost to 
the permanent prosperity of our country. 
I congratulate you because you are no 
longer engaged In a campaign of educa¬ 
tion for the passage of a reclamation 
not. On tho contrary, your first grout ob¬ 
ject Is achieved, You hAve yet to con¬ 
sider what has been done and what is 
being done under that uct by tho recla¬ 
mation service; to consider means to 
give It Its largest and widest results, and 
to discuss Hie broad problems of irriga¬ 
tion method* and practices. 

• * • 

Attacking the Desert. 


It da through your efforts, and those of 
men like you, that the people of tho 
United States us a nation undertook to 
attack the desert and do away with It 
not only so far as there is water now 
for that purpose, but to the fullest ex¬ 
tent for which water may be developed 
hereafter. Such an attack can be suc¬ 
cessful only when baaed on accurate 
knowledge When the reclamation act 
was passed the «w*?ntlaJ facts as to 
stream llow had been Ascertained In 
many purls of the United State*, sod the 
scientific basis for national reclamation, 
which otherwise would have taken years 
to accumulate, was already in large part 
at hand. Tho fact that so much prog¬ 
ress Inis already been made by the recla¬ 
mation service is a striking example of 
Che advantage of scientific investigation 
by the General Government. It may he 
true that, to a man whose Interest is 
limited by Immediate results, the admira¬ 
ble work of the reclamation aery Ice at 
times seems slow, but we are building 
for a great future, ami it Is far m^To 
Important that the works built should be 
permanent and successful than that the> 
should be completed In haste. There 
will \>o no unwise hurry; neither win 
there be any unnecessary delay. 

Most of the great problems of organiza¬ 
tion and method* have now been solved 
and progress construction and settle¬ 
ment Is being made with Increasing raold- 
Ity. The passage of the reoJamatlon law 
was a gp at step toward realizing the 
best methods to produce water for irriga¬ 
tion. But always and in every place the 
best use of public lands is their use by 
tho man who has come to stay.

SEALED ORDERS CARRIED 

Which Directed That the Destroyer 
Should Be Blown Up. 

Che Foo, Nov. 16, 11:30 p. m.—-The cor¬ 
respondent of the Associated Press 
learned authoritatively to-night that 
the Ra*toro(pny carried sealed orders 
providing that, unless there came a 
highly favorable opportunity to escape, 
the vessel should be blown up. 

Sufficient powder for this purpo*e was 
secreted before the destroyer left Port 
Arthur. Small charges of ordftnary 
powder, placed In each of the five wat 
ertlght compartments were exploded. 

Customs Officer Koenig was on board 
the destroyer and the Russians expe¬ 
rienced considerable difficulty In get* 
ting him off without arousing his sus 
plclons. The restroyer's cutter, manned 
by two men, was lying near, and the 
official was persuaded to take a ride 
around the Rastoropniy In order that he 
might see the Injuries she was alleged 
to have received. 

No sooner had the customs officer 
stepped into the cutter than a petty 
officer drew his watch and urged ‘the 
rowers to make all speed away. When 
the destroyer had gone down the offi¬ 
cial was taken on shore. 

The Japanese consul say's that the 
Russians wasted their vessel, as the 
Ryeshltelnl incident would not have 
been repeated. 


PORT ARTHUR NEWSPAPER 

Tells of Sinking of a Japanese De¬ 
stroyer On November 3. 

Che Foo, Nov. 16. Evening.—The Port 
Arthur newspaper, Novikrai, of No¬ 
vember ill, copies of which were 
brought to Che Foo this morning by 
the Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
Rastoropny, prints brief details of a 
daring exploit, which resulted in the 
sinking of a four-funneled Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyer. 

Japanese torpedo boats and one de¬ 
stroyer were engaged In removing 
mines, mostly their own, from Tache 
bay on November 3. Midshipman Dim 
Itrieff conceived the Idea that he could 
torpedo the Japanese boats under cover 
of darkness, as the latter were very 
busy and enjoying a fancied security. 
It was the very audacity of the plan, 
the Novikrai says, that made It sue 
cessful. 

Securing a steam launch from the 
battleship Retvlzan, one carrying a 
torpedo tube, and accompanied by half 
a dozen silent volunteers. Midshipman 
Dlmltrieff, in the dense darkness, 
slipped out of the harbor and succeed¬ 
ed in evading the Japanese search¬ 
lights. 

Circling around the Japanese boats 
with the launch moving at top speed, 
the midshipman came within striking 
distance from the seaward side and 
launched his projectile. It sped 
through to the destroyer. There was a 
sudden explosion and the destroyer 
sank Immediately. 

The launch then sped toward the 
harbor, but was not pursued, the Jap¬ 
anese evidently having not observed 
the launch and thinking that the de¬ 
stroyer had struck one of their own 
mines. 

The Novikrai of November 12 con¬ 
tains a romantic story of Harltena 
Korotklewltch, who. although a wom¬ 
an, served valorously in many fights at 
Port Arthur until death closed her 
strange career. 

The four Issues of the Novikrai 
brought by the Rastorophy show evi¬ 
dence of a merciless censorship. Two 
of them contain no war news, and not 
one publishes a single explicit state¬ 
ment having reference to the fighting 
on land. 

IS IT A SURRENDER? 


Rumor That Gen. Stoessel Has Asked 
For Instructions. 

Che Foo, Nov. 16.—Noon.—It is re¬ 
ported that the Russian torpedo-boat 
destroyer Raertrw'opny, which ha* pul 
into this port, brought a dispatch from 
Gen. Stoessel asking the St. Petersburg 
authorities for Instructions os to 
whether he would continue to hold out, 
awaiting relief, or make Immediate ar¬ 
rangements with the Japanese for sur¬ 
render upon the most advantageous 
terms possible. 

Thin rumor cannot be confirmed, but 
It Is obvious that only dispatches of the 
highest Importance would Impel Gen. 
Stoessel to risk the loss of a warship by 
sending her out uppn such a mission In 
the face of the rigid blockade main¬ 
tained off Port Arthur by the Japanese 
fleet. 

All Quiet Near Mukden. 

Mukden, Nov. 16.—It has been gen¬ 
erally quiet along the Russian line to¬ 
day, varied by occasional artillery ex¬ 
change*. Thupe have been fewer skirm¬ 
ishes for Pome day* past. Re-enforce- 
rnenis continue to arrive, and one wherte 
regiment wna received in a single day. 

There is reason to believe that Im¬ 
portant developments will transpire 
shortly, and that possibly there will be 
heavy fighting. 

War Office Denies a Report. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 16.—The War 
Office here utterly denies the reports 
of trouble between the Afghan* and 
Ruszlan* at Kuahk. Tfhere is direct 
telegraphic oonrrn<unl cation w ith Kuril k 
and no report of trouble there has l>een 
received. It Is explained that the mag¬ 
azine Is Inside the fortress and that 
It Is Inconceivable that the Afghans 
could have entered and exploded It. 


The Russian Loan. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 16.—Last week s 
report* that a Russian loan is be¬ 
ing negotiated In Berlin are confirmed, 
but It l* explained that the amount ia 
not so large as reported, and that the 
loan will not be issued till next year. 
The terms are said to be good. It Is 
understood that the Mendelssohn syn¬ 
dicate. which Is taking the loan, wiU 
not try to place any portion of It in 
America. 

Russia To Build Ships. 

8t Petersburg. Nov. 16.—A number 
of the ships on the Russian naval 
programme for next year wJU be laid 
down abroad and several of them will 
probably be constructed in the United 
States. Lewis Nixon, of New York, 
has already contracted to build several 
torpedo boat destroyers, but the larger 
contract!* are yet unplaced. 

The Neva Icebound. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 16.—The Neva 
is Icebound. Navigation of the river 
closed to-day. ^ 

Colonels Gaining Strength. 

The Kentucky Colonels, the Democratic 
marching dug. which was formed in Lou¬ 
isville several weeks ago, will hold an 
important meeting to-morrow night at 
the Willard Hotel. The club Is gaining In 
-strength every day. and will he a perma¬ 
nent organization. The uniforms—Prince 
Albert coats and bremd-brirmned huts— 
will be received shortly, and within a 
few* weeks the club expect* to make its 
first appearance in them.

INDIANA’S NEXT GOVERNOR 


Says He Will Decide All Requisitions 
On Their Merits When He 
Is In Office. 


St. Louis, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—With 
the inauguration of Gov. Hanly Janu¬ 
ary 9, 1905, William 8. Taylor, former¬ 
ly of Kentucky, who ha* been prelected 
by Gov. Durbin, of Indiana, since the 
assassination of Gov. William Goebel, 
probably will have to seek another ref¬ 
uge. 

Gov. Durbin will retire from office on 
that date, and a close personal friend 
of the Governor-elect, who Is in the 
city, said this evening that Mr. Han.y 
would do his duty by all States mak¬ 
ing requisitions on him. While he does 
not believe that Gov. Hanly has given 
the case much thought at This time, 
he is confident that if the Governor of 
Kentucky makes a requisition on him 
for Taylor the request will be given 
every consideration. 

Gov. Durbin and Taylor have been 
warm personal friends for many years, 
and w’hen Taylor was Indicted for mur¬ 
der In connection with the Goebel as¬ 
sassination he w’ent to Indiana, where 
he has since lived. Gov. Beckham, of 
Kentucky, makes requisitions at stated 
periods on trhe Governor of Indiana for 
the surrender of Taylor, but these have 
been Ignored by Gov. Durbin. It seem* 
to be the prevailing opinion that Gov. 
Hanly will decide the case upon its 
merits. 

Gov. Hanly, when approached on the 
subject at the Monticello Hotel this 
evening, declared that he could not dis¬ 
cuss the issue until he was Inaugurated 
and the Governor of Kentucky made 
requisition on him for Taylor, as he 
was not crossing any bridges till he 
came to them, but that he would de¬ 
cide all cases on their merits.

The right leg of Forest W 00 J, of 
Mount Sterling, was amputated yester¬ 
day ut the St. Joseph’s Infirmary by 
Dr. Ap Morgan Vance. The nmputa- 
tlon was made necessary by the dls- 
eas^d coudiitioiL of the l>one, caused 
by an injury sustained in a football 
game two years ago. The leg was cut 
off half-way between the knee and 
ankle aivl the opemtion waa entirely 
successful. 

Mr. Wood, who is but nineteen yearB 
old, I* the son of John C. Wood, 
chairman of the speakers' bureau of 
the Republit^an State Campaign Com- 
mittee, and a grandson of MnJ. A. T. 
Wood, the Unite*} States Pension Agent. 
He is one of the most popular young 
men of Mount Sterling. 

He Was suffering from a disease 
known a 4 tuberculosis of the bone, and 
Dr. Vane*- and the other physicians 
who examined hi* leg «ald that utdeas 
amputation waa resorted to the trouble 
would spread rapidly and eventually 
cause his death. For the past few 
weeks he has suffered great ngony and 
could only obtain sleep by the use of 
opiates. 

While playing football two years ago 
Mr. Wood # was kicked cm the tibia, or 
shin bone, ‘and. though the bruise was 
painful, he did not anticipate serious 
trouble. For several months the place 
bothered him more or leas, and last 
fail he carfie to Ixjuisvllle to have an 
examination made. Dr. O. Roberts 
treated the sore spot and brought the 
abscess to a head. After it was lanced 
the pain was relieved and It was hoped 
for a time that he would recover. Re¬ 
cently the increasing discomfort led Ills 
physician, Dr. Newton Cox, to believe 
that the bone was diseased, and on his 
advice Mr. Wood was brought to IxkiIs- 
vllle by hi* father and Dr. Cox and was 
yesterday placed under the care of Dr. 
Vance. 

Not until the patient wa> on the 
operating table yesterday morning and 
an Incision had been made did Dr. 
Vance finally determine on amputation, 
but. after looking ut tin? bone, he found 
it in such condition that the only pos¬ 
sible way of saving the young man** 
life wa« to cut it off, mid the oper&tlsn 
w*a* performed- at once. The trouble 
was increased, the physicians say, by 
the fact dial Mr. Weak! had used his 
leg too much since the accident and 
had irritated the diseased parts. It will 
be possible, however, to fit an artificial 
foot to his leg and <ui tho knee was not 
taken off he will be able to walk with¬ 
out crutches.

Explicit Information. 


Th* proposed adaption an Juntuuy 1 
of the uniform bill of iaduuf by rall- 
ro«uLa In ofHto.tl clawlffv'allon t«*ritory 
was the subject of diecuyaiou at the 
meeting of the dilreetors of tire Ixmle- 
ville Board of Trad© yesterday. A cv>py 
of a I otter tiddrei^ed by Frank J 
Firth, chairman of the Uniform Bill of 
Lading 1 ComnndtUc, to tho editor of the 
Railway World, nnd which appeared in 
the Courier-Journal yesterday morn¬ 
ing. was rend, and it was reported 
that a copy of the letter had been Fer>t 
by one of the railway liiu^ to TUieodore 
Ahrens, president of tlie Board of 
Trade. 

It was considered by the directors 
that the letter did not cover the ques¬ 
tion raised by the Louisville Board of 
Trade; that, on the contrary, i’t only 
made the matter more obscure. If pos¬ 
sible. than before. • 

The directors decided that they will 
maintadn their position until they are 
perfectly saitiafied tha-t a dIrent answer 
will be given by Chairman Tucker, of 
the Central Traffic Association, and 
Chairman Firth, of the ITnlform Bill 
of Lading Committee, as <o whether or 
not it is proposed by the railroads to 
use the new uniform bill of hiding 
after Janimry 1. 190f». The cotmtuinica- 
tion« 'Chey have received do not, tn 
their opinion, give sufficient definite in- 
formation on this point. 

They also called attention *to the Dirt 
thiU the American Shippers’ Assot-ja- 
Lion of Ohlcago. vWch is numbered 
among the kuyift and stro ngest bodies 
of organlaed shippers in rho country, 
evidently corastruv* *:he ciivuktr of the 
Central Traffic Association and the 
Uniform Bill of Lading Committee in 
the same way as the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the Louisville Board of Trade. 
The Chicago Organisation took notion 
several days ago. protesting against 
the proposed uniform, hill of lading.

DANGER OF SUFFOCATION. . 


Fire originating in a ••mixer" In the 
plant of the Ixmisrville Pillow* Company, 
at Preeton and Market streets, at 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon caused a 
damage aggregating $10,000 and as a re* 
suit of the blaze three accidents oc- 
ctrrred and three people were injured 
Twenty-five employes of the company 
narrowly escaped suffocation and were 
forced to crawl from the room. In which 
the fire w js discovered, on their hands* 
and knees after they had fought the 
fire for half an hour before summoning 
ihe department. Enter the crew of the 
No. 2 hook and ladder company became 
lost in the same room. Iwdmr bWnded 
by the smok©. and had some difficulty 
In reaching the air.

According to the employes In the room, 
the fire started with the suddenness of 
an explosion, rh** blaze running across 
Hie tinder-like P-athers and cotton as 
If It were powder.

Good tobogganing may l>e hud in other 
places, but at St. Moritz it Is carried 
to a fine art. and only an expert can 
expect to compete successfully on the 
renowned "Cresta" toboggan run, with 
Its wonderful curves and banks. The 
name Cream. Is derived from a small 
village of that name near the finish of 
the course. 

The course is a little over three-quar¬ 
ters of a mile In length, with a differ¬ 
ence of elevation from the start to fin¬ 
ish of about 6<H) feet The gradient va¬ 
ries at different points, being most 
steep at the church leap. 

As only one toboggan can occupy the 
track at a time, the races are all de¬ 
ckled by the time taken to complete 
the course. The record time from the 
start to the finish is at present 61 6-10ths 
seconds, this entailing a sp»-*»d of sixty 
niileb an hour or more on the fastest 
parts. The curves of frozen snow are 
built up with high banks accurately 
shaped to allow the tobogganer to go 
round them at the greatest sped, the 
highest bank being about twenty-five 
feet In height. These different banks 
have well-known names, such as the | 
Battledore and Shuttlecock. Scylla and 
Charyhdis and Bulpett's Comer. The 
whole track Is practically of Ice. and, 
after passing the finish, it has for u 
short distance a steep upward gradient, 
the great momentum obtained carrying 
the toboggan up hill. 

The toboggans used are of the "skel¬ 
eton" pattern, with steel runners, the 
tobogganer lying in a prone i*ositi...n 
and steering with his P»er by means 
of spikes ai (ached lo the toes of ids 
boots. The principal race run on‘the 
I’resta Is tin* "Grand National." which 
takes place at the end of February or 
beginning of March, and might be call¬ 
ed Hu* "Derby” of tobogganing, coni-

PhMipson. 

After an introductory address by 
•Frank Johnson Jones, chairman of the 
director*, the oath was administered 
by Judge A. C. Tltompsbn. of the Unit¬ 
ed States District Court. 

Addresses of welcome were made by 
Mayor FIHsi*hmaun. Prof. Harry, of the 
faculty: William L. Dudley, of the 
alumni, and W. O. Thomson, presi¬ 
dent of Ohio State University.

“The company cannot and will nnt accept 
on ordinance at the rate of fens specified. The 
loweet rate of fore at which It will accept sn 
ordinance Is six ticket# for a quarter, twenty- 
five for a dollar and twv-cent fare for chil¬ 
dren. The company's rights for Investment 
purposes must be considered to expire when 
the earliest grants expire, and It would not 
be Justified In making expenditures which 
euuld not be recovered before that time. To 
maintain the system and keep U up to To¬ 
ledo’s requirements R would be neeeewary to 
expend 43.nO0.00O to 44.000.000 tn the next ten 
years, and the sole purpose of asking a re¬ 
newal is to tv* ice such expenditure posslbla 
The proposed rates would Insure a continuous 
loss for twenty-five years, and the company 
must therefore continue the present arrange 
it In preference.

The character of the 
car* should be left to the Council to deter¬ 
mine as may be necessary. Tho company shall 
pay its proportionate cost of tho erection, ro

Now. however, 
there Is excellent prospect of success; In fact 
tho Stock Exchange la believed to be a praett- 
cal certainty In the near future, and the meth¬ 
ods of trading In securities which have pre¬ 
vailed here for the past fifty years, with little 
change, will bo Improved upon. Enough brok¬ 
ers have already agreed to organise on ex¬ 
change. regardless of any opposition there may 
be to the project, but there Is every reason to 
believe that all will now come In, and that 
it will be started In a harmonious way and 
placed on the right taels from the start. 

Th«ro Is no reason why Louisville should not 
have an exchange Stock Exchanges are es¬ 
tablished In Cleveland. Cincinnati, Chicago. 
New York, Indianapolis. Columbus. Ban Fran- 
cisco. St. Louis, Toledo. New Orleans, Pitte- 
burg, Kansas City, Buffalo, and even Memphis. 
In fact, every town of any size In this country 
except Louisville has long since recognized 
the advantages of a Stock Exchange. 

The point Is made that it Is a matter of !m- 
portnnee to the people of Louisville. If the ( 
Stock Exchange here at the start resulted In 
nothing more than the fixing of dally quota¬ 
tions on securities ft would give the Louisville 
public a better guide to values. Without such 
an exchange it Is neevesary for the Investor 
to go shopping from broker to broker to find 
out what a security Is roally worth. Many 
of th#m have been doing this, and it Is a rea¬ 
sonably safe prediction that many more will do 
so unless a Stock Exchange Is established. 
With an exchange It will be possible for the 


growing broader all the ,lmr Thor Is coming a 
period when a membership In a Stock Exchange 
here will be worth aotnrthlng. In Cleveland 
membership are worth 012.000. but th?y orig¬ 
inally cost only 01,000. Those wah have the 
matter in hand have collected information from 
almost every city In the country. Brokers of 
these cllles give the exchanges thilr Indorse¬ 
ment. 

"•Of course at the start It may not be possible 
to work out every detail to the satisfaction of 
all. but that anything which will give the pub¬ 
lic a tatter gtxlde to values will ta appreciated 
and supported goes without the saying In 
this market It Is sometimes the case that one 
broker charges a cusboner from l to 2 points 
more for securities than another would. The 
up-to-date trader never gets caught In this way, 
but tho occasional investor who does not k*cp 
pcertedi often doe*. Nor Is It altogether the 
fault of the broker. He can't take the time to 
search the town over for a security. With an 
exchange having listed and unlisted depart¬ 
ments. an active membership limited to brokers 
and non-active members admitted on a satis¬ 
factory basis, but with no privilege to execute 
trades, there l« no reason why a Stock Ex¬ 
change should not prosper. At present the 
tanks and trust companies do about os much 
business aa the brokers, and If they divide any 
concessions with brokers It U in violation of an 
agreement among the latter.

Settlement of the back tax suit pend¬ 
ing ugalnst the Peaslee-Gnulbert Com¬ 
pany was agreed to yesterday when the 
defendant paid over $3,200 as full satis¬ 
faction for the claim. This was 
brought along with a large number of 
other suits against wealthy business 
men and firms of Louisville by George 
H. Alexander, Revenue Agent. The 
suits are just now in the County 
Court. All Involve claims for back 
taxes on omitted assessments during 
the past five years. The Individuals are 
charged with having failed to list tax¬ 
able stocks. bonds, mortgages nnd bank 
accounts. Omitted accounts is prac¬ 
tically the only charge made against 
the business firms. 

In making its payment of $3,200 the 
Peaslee-Gaulbert Company admitted 
that their assessment had been short 
at least $70,000 euoh year during the last 
five years. Its total amount of accounts 
for taxation for 1904 is placed at $30.- 
000. By way of explaining the omission 
counsel for the company stated that 
after investigation it had been found 
that certain accounts existed about 
which there was question as to whether 
they were subject to taxation. It was 
further said that because it was the 
firm’s policy to keep out of court wher¬ 
ever possible, nnd because of the doubt 
which existed as to the accounts, the 
settlement was made. 

George Norton, the capitalist, who 
was recently sued upon $100,000 alleged 
omitted personalty, settled the claim 
against him by pitying $1,000. He^Jiad 
reported $30,000 ns his total pors*uialty. 
The Commonwealth’s representatives, 
on investigation, found that the largest 
part of his property consisted of real 
estate. 

ICompromise of the suit against the 
Sftn Life Insurance Company was made 
for $1,400. Though no special claim was 
asserted against this corporation, it 
was found that the assets reported to 
the Insurance Commissioner aggVegat- 
ed about $1,000,000, while those listed 
for taxation were only $210,000. A large 
part of the assets, however, were found 
to be not taxable.

A number of 
cases of tbe same description have been 
prosecuted against the defendants upon 
the charge of maintaining a nuisance, 
without success. So l decided to select 
the charge of engaging In a hazard, to 
which all pleaded guilty. The .statute 
provides a fine of from $20 to J.100. All 
the cases were tried on original indict* 
ments.” 


It Is thought possible that one of the 
results to be Attained In the framing of 
the new law will be a reduction In the 
reul estate taxation. At present, this 
rate Is 52 cents, having been raised re¬ 
cently from 47 cents. Under the re¬ 
adjustment the rate may be made as 
low as 35 cents. Another class which 
may be affected In the way of a re¬ 
duction Is banks and similar corpora¬ 
tions. which are assessed upon their 
full value, dollar for dollar. The real 
estate assessment only affects 80 per 
cent, of the value, and this rule may 
also obtain In the financial Institu¬ 
tions.
